Bat Reveals No Vital Fact About 
His Journey—Will Soon

LONDON; Feb: 10.—In an’ interview 
with American newspaper men _ this 
afternoon at the Hotel’ Ritz, Colonel 
E. M. House, just returned from his 
trip to the Continent, managed to avoid 
giving a shadow of q@ hint of any vital 
fact relating to his ‘mission. Colonel 
House, who has become the most 
sphinxlike man-whoitm reporters ever 
attempted to interview,’ smiled benignly 
upon the newspaper men. skillfully 
dodging cvery quéry put to him that

White glibly ccnceding that he had 
been in Berlin, Vienna, and Paris, and 
had talked to “‘ many people,” he shook 
his head when eked what he had said 
to high officiate on the war or, what 
they had told him. 

Colonel House evaded a reply when 
he was asked how Germany was stand- 
ing the strain of war, saying: “I 
wasn’t there or anywhere else to make 
observations, and didn’t hear or see.

It Quotes Alleged British Orders 
to Liners to Open Attack 
on Submarines.'' 


INVOLVES SERIOUS PROBLEM 


Government May Warn American 
Citizens Not to Travel on 
Such Vessels. ‘

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—A new in- 
ternational problem that is regarded as 
being full of danger to the foreign réla- 
tions of the United States has arisen in 
virtual: notice to this Government that 
Germany and Austria-Hungary are 
about to make a declaration to neutral 
nations that armed belligerent merchant 
vessels will be sunk without warning by 
the warships and submiarines of the 
Teutonic allies. 

The notice was conveyed informally 
to Secretary Lansing by Count von Bern- 
storff, the German Ambassador, and 
Baron von Zwiedinek,- the Austrian 
CHlargé: d’Affaires. Each of them in- 
formed the Secretary of State orally 
that his Government contemplated issu- 
ing such a declaration to become effec- 


‘tive’On March 1. Count von Bernstorff’s 


informal statement of Germany’s pur- 
Pose to torpedo armed merchant ships 
without. warning was made known by 


afternoon, when the Ambassador called 
to receive the answer of the United 
States Government to the German mem- 
orandum proposing concessions as a 
basis for the settlement of the Lusitania 
case. Baron Zwiedinek informally noti- 
fied Secretary Lansing during his call 
at the State Department yesterday aft- 
ernoon as to Austria-Hungary’s inten- 
tion to issue orders, effective March 1, 
for the sinking of armed merchantmen 
without warning. 

While this Government has not been 


has been issued, it is: the understanding 
that the Berlin and Vienna Foréign Of- 
hoes have handed, or'are about to hand, 
official notification on the subject to 
James W, Gerard and Frederic C. Pen- 
fielf, the American Ambassadors, stat- 
ing that belligerent merchantmen car- 
rying. guns will be treated as if they 
were warships, and armed enemy mer- 
chant ships will be sunk on sight. 


Causes Disquict at Capital. 

The information has caused disquiet 
in Administration circles, and it was 
apparent from what was learned today 
that there was fear that the execution 
of the new policy might bring about 
another crisis in the- relations of this 
Government with Germany and Austria. 
Information available in Washington 
indicates thatthe execution of the Ger- 
man order is contingent.on the outcome 
of the negotiations between the United 
States and the Governments of the 
various ‘European belligerents, with the 
object of effecting a modus vivendi un- 
der which the belligerents would sub- 
scribe:to a declaration of principles af- 
fecting attacks on merchant vessels and 
agree that merchant vessels should not 
be armed. 

These proposals were made to Eng- 
land, France, Italy, Russia, Belgium, 


tiong which Secretary Lansing handed 
to their diplomatic representatives in 
Washington. The American proposals 
that were cabled to the capitals of the 
Entente Allies have been under consid- 
eration by their respective Governments 
for two weeks, and while no formal reply 
has been made, it was definitely learned 
today that the Entente Allies would re- 
ect the American proposals. The re- 
ection of these propo is expected b 
Germany and Austria, and it ts wi 
that expectation in mind that the Teu- 
tonic allies have decided to issue orders 
to sink armed enemy merchant vessels 
without warning. 


May Affect Lusitania Case. 


When it becanie known today in inner 
circles that the Entente Allies had in- 
formally indicated that they could not 
accept the American proposals seeking 
the disarmament of merchant ships, and 
that contingent upon such refusal Ger- 
many contemplated making attacks on 
armed merchant ships erga warning, 
fears were expr that the German 
lans' might retard the settlement of the 
tothanee uestion. Despite these fears, 
the State artment is expecting that 
the Berlin Government’will settle the 
Lusitania case on the basis of\ the in- 
formal agreement reached ee the 
Secretary of State and Count von Be 7 
storff o n Tuesday.

|PRESIDENT EXPECTS: 
AMERICA 10 LEAD 


Predicts That the Nation Will 
“Thrust Out” Into 
Economic Mastery. 


DEFENDS COURSE IN WAR 


“The Flame May Extend to Us,” 
He. Warns——Makes No Ref- 
erence to Garrison.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Speaking at 
the annual dinner of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States tonight, 
President Wilson said that ‘‘ America is 
going to be thrust out into the economic 
leadership of the world,” and that if 
the United Stutes can only keep out of. 
the European conflict. ‘‘an era of in- 
finite prosperity is ahead of us.” 

This '-prosperity, «the. President said, 
would not’ follow: because others have 
suffered, but because this country would 
be ready to serve’ the rest of the world 
after the war. 

‘Only once did the’ President refer to: 
national defense and the words brought 
a tumult of cheermg. The applause was 
equally pronounced when the Pr

Sees Only One Solution. 


Jan. 12, 1916. 

My Dear Mr. President: 
judgment we are facing 
juncture. with respect to the military 

part of the national defense program. 
4 am convinced that, unless the sit- 
uation is dealt with promptly and ef- 
fectively, we n indulge in no rea- 
sonable expectation of any acceptable 
result. 

So far as the military part of na- 
tional defense is concerned, there can 
be. no honest or worthy solution which 
"gose not result.in. national forces un- 

der the exclusive control. and author- 
ity of the National Government. An 
other solution is illusory and not real, 
is apparent and not’ Substantial. 

There is a perfectly legitimate. field 
of discussion and debate as to the 
means of obtaining these national 
forces. The proportion thereof that 
should be regular standing army, that 
should be organized reserves of the 
regular standing army, and_ that 
oud be ‘drawn from the body of citi- 
zens for shorter periods of national 
service .than those in the regular 
standing army, are all legitimate and 
proper matters for consideration, anal- 

ysis and discussion. 

But there is absolutely no dissent, 
from the military standpoint, from: the 
conclusion that the only measure of 
national, defense that ssesses any 
virtue is one which produces national 
forces. From the beginning of the 
Government to this time, excepting 
during periods of actual war, the 
acknowledged weakness and defect of 
the situation arose out of the lack of 
any system producing. these Federal 
forces. The situation was rendered 
worse by. the presence of State troops, 
raised, "ytticered. trained, and gov- 
erned by the States, that were as- 
sumed to be a mg tee BY reliance for the 
nation, when, in fact, they aré not and 
can never be made to be. Under the 
peri e ty of the United States 

these State troops must always be 
f wigptenen lh officered and trained by 

e respective States. 

The very first line of cleavage, 
therefore, which’ must be encountered 
and dealt with by the student of the 
situation , is oe at el reliance: upon a 
system of State’ tr 8, forever sub- 
ject to constituttons! 1 limitations which 
render them' absolutely insecure as a 
reliance for e nation, or reliance 
upon national forces raised, officered 
trained; and controlled by the national 
authorities. Upon this subject there 
does not exist, and there cannot legit- 
imately exist, any difference of opin- 
fon among those who are unbiased and 
who believe in real national security 
and defense.

For example, we do need an instrument 
which will, have a wider seope of power 
of inquiry Inthe field ‘which for lack 
of a better term .we.call the field of 
forei exchange and therefore the field 
whi {s touched by all matters affect- 
ing tariffs. 

We ought to have a really scien- 
tific Tariff Board, and.1 think we are 
going to havd one. I want to’ say that 
before: the whole face of affairs was 
changed in the economics of the world 
by the war I was not in favor of a 
Tariff Board, because the purpose of. it 
then apparently was to keep alive an 
unprofitable controversy. I am not in- 
terested in the doctrine of protection. 
I'am _ not interested in the doctrine ‘of 
free trade. I have na lege pro- 
fssor, and- know why I am not, because 
there is nothing in either doctrine.: ‘The 
only thing that is interesting is the 
fac of commerce arid- itfdustry, and 
the only thing that it is right to deduce 
from the facts is something that has 
notht properly to do with party’ poli- 
tics at all. 

‘“‘I am not sure that God can over- 
night alter’ human nature, and we have 
got so ingrained in us the passion and 
the. prepossessions of this controversy 
that men .think their salvation ‘lies 
where nothing but controversy lies. 
But since the whole face of affairs has 
been changed by the war and since no 
man car: tell until the new facts are 
collected and digested what the correct 
details of economic policy are, I am 
heartily in favor of a Tariff Board; 
only I wish that it were not necessary 
that it should fall te my lot to choose 
the. men who were to compose. it.’’ 

The President advocated the Ship 
Purchase bill and expressed confidence 
that it would be enacted.

‘* Now, the thing has not proved to be 
even unpalatable. Not only has nobody 
been hurt by it, but I challenge you to

The figures speak for themselves, and 
the United States never was in a con- 
dition of such financial strength as she 
is at present, or in a position’ to use her 
financial. strength with greater facility 
than she ts at present.”

Somewhere about 
1808 . certain reformers in this city 
associated ‘themselves in an agreement 
not to drink rum, gin,- wine, or whisky, 
save at public dinners, under penalty 
of 25 cents, and to penalize themselves 
in the sum of 50 cents if they got 
drunk, The members of a “ temper- 
ance” society. at Morristown, N:° J.. 
twenty years later, promised to drink 
only a-pint-of applejack a day. These 
societies had no “intention ‘of -bur- 
lesque. They gimed at modération as 
it. owas then .understood.

It is sufficient. to..say that The Times 
of .London is wholly., wrong - in. its 
description of -the men who belong to 
the anti-aircraft service, They are no 
mote amateurs than the. men in’ the 
trenches, but are,.on the contrary, high- 
ly drilled: men,’ who-have brought to their 
work ‘trained minds which the ordinary 
soldier and sailor cannot hope to acquire. 
Above and. beyond this’ fact, and. the 
fast:that they serve thelr guns as smart- 
ly and: effictently as: any picked crew 
from a warship, the gun-layers, the men 
who actually fire the guns, are master 
gunners of the British. Navy. Men. with, 
in- many cases, twenty years’ service, 
who,” if: they ‘had ‘retired. and been 
brought back, went through their classes 
and:tests again before being’ told off for 
duty at the various-gun stations.. And 
it is these men arid’ their officers, who 
themselves have gone through the most 
rigid: training, who instruct ‘‘ the ama- 
téurs''’ to whom’ The London Times so 
inaccurately and scathingly refers. 

As to: the efficiency or inefficiency of 
the British deferise against Zeppelins I 
would like to ask Mr, Howland how it is 
that all through a Spring, Summer, and 
Autumn of' likely nights; Zeppelins were 
on able actually to drop bombs on 
London ‘itself on two occasions, They 
set out to endeavor te do so several 
times a week° from December, 1914, but 
only ‘twice ‘achieved their object, and 
only then. to. do ‘nothing of military im- 
portance. Neither the Admiralty nor 
the’ War Office. is an advertising: conh- 
cern, and the censor sits tight in spite 
of: the. outbursts of the British press. 
Therefore The London Times does not 
know how many Zeppelins have failed to 
return to their bases since they began to 
pay their visits to the shores of Eng- 
land any more than does Mr. Howland. 
In ‘the matter. of aviation the Royal 
Naval Air Service is second to none, and 
there are flying. stations in many un- 
suspected places. A-.shrewd guess may 
be made that the flying men in this 
service have. played as good a part in 
the protection of London as those splen- 
did fellows in and around Paris. But 
when Mr. Howland comes to the three 
means at the disposal of the Zeppelin 
of ‘rising out of reach of -the aero- 
plane he puts his finger on‘ the 
reason why the dirigible or- balloon 
can drop bombscn London and Paris, 
yhas already dropped them, and will 
drop .them again, in spite of the air 
patrols. of heavier-than-air machines. as 
at present constructed. ‘An air patrol 
of armed areoplanes flying at anything 
} between 5,000 to 8,000 feet can almost 
Tan eakily be dodged and mounted’ above 
by a Zeppelin as when the aeroplanes 
rise to follow her, as the French and 
English have proved again. and.again.

INQUIRY BOARD AT HOSPITAL 


Take Testimony of. Electrician’ al 
manently Injured in: Explosion . 
—Hearing Near the End, 


The Naval Board of Inquiry, appoint- 
ed by Secretary of the Navy to 


investigate the submarine B-2 explosion li 


of Jan. 15, as a result of which ‘five 
men lost their lives‘ and many others 
were seriously injured, ‘began its‘ final 
sessions at the nayy yard in Brooklyn 
yesterday. During the ‘morning © the 
board went to the Flushing Avenue 
Naval Hospital and took the testimony 
of Chief Electrician .L. Li. Miles:of the 
H-2, who is still in a serious condition 
as’ a-result of injuries suffered in the 
explosion. Miles, who is incapacitated 
for life, was propped ‘up’ in bed: and 
gave his testimony ‘in whispers. The 
board also took the testimony of ‘Gun- 
nér’s Mate John Halséy, another of the 
seamen injured when. the hydrogen’ in 
the E-2 exploded. 

Miles testified that on: the day of. the 
explosion, when the Edison batteries 
were being discharged to Zzéro, four 
> ae se = on thers, and ‘dis- 
charged ahead o eo ores ee 
sumably began recharging, a ie 
doing generated hydrogen waa.’ Miles 
said that Lieutenant: Charles M:; Cooke, 
the commander of: the B-2, bes asked for 
the installation of an 
would have indicated. wi , 
Were discharged, but that the eeleen 
Company had disapproved the sugges- 
tion and the “ voltage leads *’ were not 
supplied. 

; Saw the Cells « Bubbling.” 

Miles said that just before the ex- 
plosign some of the cells were “ bub- 
bling,’’. indicating ‘that gas -was being 
generated. He said that: he did not 
notice any exposed light or flame in the 
submarine prior to the explosion. -He 
also’ stated that both ventilating fang 
were: operating, each fan deélivering 
about 900 cubic feet of air, which was 
the original requirement stipulated by 
the Edison Storage Battery Gpmpany. 
Halsey corroborated in all essential de- 
tails the testimony of Miles. 

At the afternoon session Commander 
William H. McGrann, U. S: N., retired, 
counsel for the Edison Storage -Battery 
Company, and Lieutenant .Chester. W. 
Nimitz, U. 8. N., the engineéring.offi- 
cer of the New York Navy Yard, who 
is counsel. for Lieutenant Cooke, con- 
cluded the case for -their respectiv e 
clients, ; 

Commander McGrann argued that the 
explosion was due to defective’ ventila- 
tion, and that the Edison Company 
could: not be held at fault for this al- 
leged condition, which he said. was one 
for the officers of a submarine to prop- 
erly take.care of in the usual ‘line of 
duty. The explosion, he further 
did mot show a defect in the “Taisen | 
storage battery. ' The battery he de- 
clared to be ‘efficient. He asked’ the 
members of the board to ‘“ deliberate 
thoroughly ” before placing any réspon- 
sibility for the explosion. on the shoul- 
ders of Dr. Miller R. Hutchisoh, the 
personal representative of Mr. Edison. 

Lieutenant. Nimitz, summing up for 
Lieutenant Cooke and the crew of the 
E-2, asked the board to take into con- 
sideration twenty ‘points, which he re- 
lies upon to exonerate from blame, Lieu- 
tenant Cooke and his ‘men of the E-2.

The general plans of the aqueduct 
have been so approved, the Board of 
Water Supply officials say, but they 
admit that the Board.of Estimate never 
passed upon such details of the’ work 
as the Morningside pump station. .

They have money enough to go ahead 
without asking the Board of Estimate 
for more.

INuminating thaefanckine Society 
Begins Tenth Convention. ° 

The terith mid-Winter convention of 

the Iiuminating Engineering Society, of 

which Dr; Charles’ P. Steinmetz is Pres- 

ident, was begun yesterday at the Ensi- 

neering Building, 33 West Thirty-ninth 


Street. Mayor. Mitchel .welcomed. the 
engineers in a brief address in which he 
spoke of New York as the best lighted 
city. With, the help of the engineers, he 
said, there had been an increase of'100 
ee in efficiency and a saving in 
cos 

L.. B. Marks, the first President of the 
society, said the country’s lighting bill 
had increased by leaps and hounds ‘‘and 
is now estimated at a thousand million 
dollars a year. The society, he- said, 
was of great use to the public in show- 
ing how waste could be avoided: and 
efficiency obtained. 

“From a small group of enthusiasts,’ 
he said, “there has sprung a acioun 
society with a membership of 1,300 
having representatives from nearly 
every State in the Union; and from sev- 
eral foreign countries. In ten years we 
have gathered in the printed transac- 
coat of the society volumes aggregating 

pages, constituting the most com- 
bbe reference library on illumination to 
be found anywhere.” 

An interesting announcement made by 
Mr. Marks was that the engineers had 
been able to improve on dayhegnht, 

*“ Following the improvements on 
lamps;"’ he said, ‘‘ progress was been 
made in the jrodaction of artificial day- 
light on a practical though limited scale. 
We are no longer dependent upon the 
sun for daylight quality of illumination 
—in fact. in some. classes of-wark where 
fine color discrimination is’ vital, as in 
= ‘works, for example,. we have actu- 
ally improved upon daylight conditions 
because .our artificial Gaybgbt is of the 
same. quality as ‘the natural light and -is 
absolutely .constant-and-available twen- 
ty-four hours a day:..It is now practical 
to install in -stores .artificial. daylight 
equipment that will permit of matching 

cclors as accurately as by natural light. 
Art .gaileries may be equipped with 
lighting- facilities to exhibit paintings in 
artificial daylight, an accomplishment 
which the artist has long sought.”’

THE PHILHARMONIC PLAYS. 


Mme. Julia Culp the Soloist of Con- 
cert In Carnegie Hall. 


The program for the concert of ‘the 
Philharmonic’ Society at Carnegie Hall 
last night comprised. Berlioe’s ‘* Ben- 
venuto Cellini’’ Overture, Tschaikow- 
sky’s ‘‘ Pathetique’’ Symphony, Du- 
kas’s ‘The Sorcerer's Apprentice,’’ and 


the Prelude to. ‘‘ Die Meistersi 
Mme. Julia Culp, who was the soloist, 
sang three songs by Strauss and two 

‘symphonic songs,’’ ‘‘ Moonrise’’ and 
*“ Requiem,’ by Josef Stransky,-: con- 
ductor of the orchestra. This was all 
familiar matter, with the exception of 
Mr. Stransky’s songs, which have, been 
heard here only once before, when Mme. 
Schumann-Heink sang them several sea- 
sons ago. 

The songs are interesting as exampies 
of a form that is not familiar, although 
not absolutely unheard of. Instead of 
devising an accompaniment that illus- 
trates each passing turn of the text as 
it proceeds, the composer has. woven 
orchestral pieces which set forth themes 
and develop them after the manner the 
term ‘‘ symphonic”’ in the title implies, 
securing an organic unity greater than 
that of the customary song forms. Over 
this the voice part is set, with some- 
thing: of the effect of a declamatory 
explanation of the orchestral. music as 
it goes along. The ‘‘symphonic’’ de- 
velopment is more apparent ona first 
hearing in the second of the two songs. 
There is one point, for instance, ar 
which the main theme which accom- 
panies. the words “‘ Forget not the 
dead,”’ the motto of the poem, is worked 
up in fugato style at the words, ‘ 
they surround thee.’ Granted texts 
which will allow of this ‘“‘ symphonic ” 
treatment; as those which Mr. Stransky 
has used do, the result should be in- 
teresting: it is likely that those who 
understood the problems involved 4n the 
works heard last night found them so.
